REFUGEES AT CHEFOO. 


TALES OF PORT ARTHUR. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 


CHEFOO, Aug. 8, 6 p.m—{By Asi- 
atic Cable.) During the last twenty- 
four hours two hundred Chinese and 
fifty Russian refugees have arrived 
here from Port Arthur. They almust 
all left there on August 4. It has been 
impossible to obtain confirmation of 
the report of the sinking off Port Ar- 
thur of Japanese cruiser, but that this 
occurred is not denied, as the vessel is 
said to have sunk in a place where 
mines have recently been laid. 

Two French newspaper correspon- 
dents who made an attempt to reach 
Port Arthur by junk saw the Japanese 
fleet August 6. They were twice ar- 
rested and turned back. They heard 
nothing of the alleged sinking of the 
Japanese cruiser. They counted twen- 
ty-four vessels of the Japanese fleet 
ranged in a double semicircle in front 
of the harbor. 

The refugees report that the Russian 
cruiser Bayan was struck bv a frag- 
ment from one of the mines which the 
Japanese constantly send in toward 
the harbor entrance. The explosion oc- 
curred at the spot just previously va- 
cated by the Russian gunboat Gilak;

Under the trowels and hammers of 
200 workmen the largest and most 
modern packing-house on the Pacific 
Coast is rapidly springing out of the 
ruins of the-old Cudahy company plant 
which was almost totally destroyed 
‘by fire about two months ago. 

George Parks of South Omaha, .Cud- 
ahy’s boss builder, who has charge of 
the construction, stated yesterday that 
it will be completed and running at 
full blast within two months. The 
new buildings are to cost $250,000, and 
close on to 600 men are to be em- 
ployed. The capacity of the establish-

Before the fire was done smoulder- 
ing this veteran packing-house build- 
er was on his way from South Omaha 
with instructions to put up a bigger 
and better plant in every way. An 
experience of eighteen years in the 
business, during which time he has 
built lard-refining and pork-packing 
establishments amounting to $8,000,000 
for Cudahy alone, 
structures for Armour, justified him in 
directing the immediate commence- 
ment of work without plans. Such a 
proceeding is rather unusual in this 
day and age, but no plans have been 
or will be drawn for the various build- 
ings which are now being put up. 

That scene of activity was probably 
the businest place in Los Angeles 
when visited by a Times reporter yes- 
terday afternoon. With the . heavy 
force of carpenters, bricklayers and 
machinists pounding away on the new 
structures and a half force of 300 men 
working like beavers in the buildings 
missed by the fire, doing their utmost 


grade fertilizer, sacked and ready for 
market. If business demands, 500 
hogs a day will be stuck and dressed 
in this building. 

Another new structure is the lard- 


poste the office building. It is 50 
feet square and three stories high, and 
Will cost $15,000. Here in big vats the 
hog fat will be boiled, refined and 
packed for shipping. 

The new engine-house will be 100 
feet long and 50 feet wide, and men 
were busy yesterday putting up a new 
175 horse-power Hamilton engine, 
which had just arrived. There will 
be two ot these engines. Other ma- 
ehinery in the engine-house will be 
two ice machines, representing a cost 
of $25,000; four brine pumps, air com- 
nressors and condensers. Power and 
refrigeration for the entire plant will 
be generated in this building. 

In addition to the big beef chill 
room which as saved from the fire, 
another one is being built, and will 
be 120x50 feet in size. On top of the 
first floor are located the hundreds of 
frosted pipes which force the tempera- 
ture down around the freezing point. 
This completes the list of new build- 
ings which are being erected. 
ORGANIZE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

A fire department of six men has 
been organized by the Cudahy com- 
pany, and all precautions against any 
further conflagrations are to be taken. 
The men sleep in neatly fitted-up 
rooms over the main office. A restau- 
rant is being installed, and the men 
will be on the ground night and day. 
Alarm boxes are being put in all the 
buildings and on each floor. The fire 
department even has a shoot e to 
the ground, and there are to two 
hose carts.

AMERICAN FORK (Utah) Aug. 1.—

references to “paraffine’ and “ozoce- 
with interest.

Answer: (1.) Ozecerite is a mineral 
wax, a native paraffine, found near Sol- 
diers Summit, a station on the Denver 
and Rio Grande Railroad, in Utah. 
Here, gray clay alternates with bi- 
tuminous shale, and the clay carries 
mineral oll. With the clay in vertical 
crude (and “kidneys” of) 
ozocerite are found, averaging about 3 
per cent. wax. The formation dips 37 
deg. N. W., and can be traced from the 


burns when lighted with a match, form- 
ing « black, tarry-like fluid. While 
burning, if you “blow out“ the flame, a 
shiny, black wax forms with and on the 
surface of the clay giving a fairly pure 
paraffine. The method of commercially 
purifying and working the wax is quite 
simple, e.g. having a tub partly 
filled with boiling water throw in the 
mixed clay and ozocerite, the latter 
arises to the surface of the water, 
where it is skimmed off and run into 
moulds. Such moulds of wax bring 12 
cents per pound in New York or other 
eastern cities. Ozocerite is also found 
in Wyoming, and in Uinta county, 
Utah; also near the Colorado line on 
the Moffat Railroad. At the last named 
localities, some of the wax is very soft, 
and is a petroleum, rich in paraffine. It 
is soluble in off of turpentine, benzol 
and petroleum.” .. . “Refined ozo- 
cerite, or cerisin, is distilled and the 
resulting wax is employed for the man- 
ufacture of candles. . Another 
product from ozecerite by distillation 
resembles vaseline, and is used in oint- 
ments and pomades. By the action of 
Nordhausen sulphuric acid it is ren- 
dered white. The residue in the re- 
torts after distillation consists of a 
hard, black, waxy substance, which is 
used for the manufacture of okinite, a 
valuable electrical insulating material. 
The black ozocerite residue is combined 
with india rubber welded by passing 
through rollers of a moderate tempera- 
ture, and vulcanized. Okinite is not a 
good insulator, but is remarkably flexi- 
ble and tough.”—The Mineral Indus- 
try. Ceresin is also used in the manu- 
facture of wax paper, in lining Vessels 
of wood, in the manufacture varnish, 
adulterating beeswax, Wax ornaments, 
etc. One of the great fields in the oil 
industry will be, in the near future, in 
and around and north of Beque, 
Colo. Three years ago we visited the 
section repeatedly and found that a 
very inexperienced syndicate was bor- 
ing for oil with a string of tools abso- 
lutely unfit for the purpose, being too 
light.

Though Forty-eight Years Old, 
He is Swatting Out Home Runs as 
of Yore Along the Hudson, and is 
Said to be Playing as Good Bali 
as Ever. 


Big Dan Brouthers, who is probably 
the greatest batter that this country 
has ever produced, is now, at the age 
of 48 years, playing ball like he id 
twenty years ago, when he was cham- 
pion of the National League for four 
consecutive seasons. There are but 
two others who entered the game as 
professionais thirty years ago who are 
still playing-—James O'Rourke and 
Ryan. Brouthers, who is playing first 
base on the Poughkeepsie team, leads 
the Hudson River League for batting.

CLAREMONT. 


RARE ANIMAL SPECIMENS. 


CLAREMONT, Aug. %-—Two rare 


animal specimens have been placed in 
the Pomona College Museum. Prof. 
A. J. Cook, head of the zodlogical de- 
partment of that institution,- has re- 
gretted for many years that he has 
been unable to obtain for his work the 

or d@uck-bilit mam- 
mal, and the echidna, or Australian 
ant-eater, as these animals illustrate 
better, perhaps, than any others, the 
fact of connecting forms; for, while 
they are plainly mammals in that 
they are covered with hair and suckle 
their young, they are more like birds 
‘im that they lay eggs, have toothless 
beaks, and have brains more like birds 
than typical mammals. Edmund Mit- 
chell, the English author, now resident 
of Claremont, who “‘tived for a long 
time in Australia, where he has ac- 
quaintat.ce with officers of the gov~- 
ernment, — of the need of the 
zodlogical department, wrote to friends 
in that island country, and now two 
specimens of these wonderful animals 
are in the college museum. As they 
are rare, they have a high market 
value. The college is rejoicing in this 
acquisition, which was made possible 
solely by the kindness of Mr. Mit- 


echidna has short quills, like 
the porcupine, and is therefore some- 
times called the Australian porcupine, 
although widely separate from that 
animal in ite affinities. It is a won- 
derful iMustration of the law of adap- 
tation. A8 its food consists of ants, it 
becomes necessary for it to dig into 
the ant hills, and it has claws enor- 
mousty developed to accomplish this. 
Those in front are like spades, and the 
back ones are like wonderfully-fash- 
joned hoes. The body is about a foot 
in length, with the upper part thickly 
coated with strong, sharp spines, 
which are yellowish in color. with 
bidck tins. The head, legs and under 
part of the body are a deep brown and 
covered with a thick, bristly hair. The 
tall is very short, and set with spines 
which tern perpendicularly upward. 
The snout is long and tubular. the 
mouth small. The legs are very shor! 
and thick and are furnished with five 
rounded, broad toes. It possesses great 
strength, and burrows with wonderful 


The ornithorhynchus. or duck-bill, 
ts about two feet long. It has web 
feet like a goose, and broad bill like 
a duck.
